hereafter no ufe of a Preface lying between the Title 


and the Difcourfe: When the Bookfeller is always rea- 
dy to fatisty the Curious and Inquifitive. Weare not 
corrupted to prefer one thing before another. It is all 
one tous, whether we fell for this, or the other Party, 
whether Books té make us more Serious or more Wile, 
or more Merry. We have a more juft underitanding 


and difcernment, than the greater part of our Cufto- 
‘ters, who buy and read but now and then ; and we are 


in our Shops from Morning till Night, and can perufe 
the vaft variety on all the Subjects, Belides, we learn 


apace, when we hear the Zealous Party-men of both — 
fides moft eagerly. tharpen the Arguments of their 


Champion: Writers, when they come agen, and agen; 
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you force on the Sick in all Diftempers? You are ve-

for a Dozen or two, te difperfe among the Herds they 
prefide over. - 
But I have always confidered the Controverfiy be- 


tween the College of Phyficians and the Apothecaries, of 


_the greateft Moment ; becaufe all the Ranks and Qua- 
Jities and Parties and Defigns are in the higheft de- 


gree, and equally concerned in it. They appear’d in 
Print one againft the other, J] remember, about Forty 
Years paft, not long after I firft fet up my Trade. 
Dr. Goddard, Dr. Merret, Dr. Brook, Dr. Coxe, &c.af- 
ferted the Sick muft take no more Phyfick than the 
Difeafes required. All, the Learned and Sober of the 
College, were for the Support of the Patients, and the 
College united in one or the fame Intereft. Not many 
of the Bullies and Sots of the Society were at’ that 
time herding with the Apothecarios again{t the College. 
The Cry on the Apothecaries fide was, That if the 
Sick do not take ten times more Medicines than are 
needful, and if we fhall not raife the Prcies of them 
ten times higher, our Trade will fuffer, fince we are 
lately increas'd ina moft deplorable manner. At laft 
a Scandalous Pamphlet came abroad, in anfwer to 
Dr. Merret, ftuff’d with virulent and falfe RefleGtions. 
The Apothecacies bought the greateft part, to diftri- 
bute in the Houfes they Govern. One of the moft 
Zealouis came one Evening to buy two dozen of them. 
i refolved to interrogate myCuftomer upon the Subject. 
Why is Dr. Merret fingled out by all the Batteries of 
your Company againft the College, when many others- 
have writ in Defence of the Faculty and the People, 
and the greater part of the Society have Voted the 
Reformation neceflary to Preferve the Publick from 
Oppreftion, from the lately railed Prices of the Me- 
dicines, and from being deftroyed by the Quantities 
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ry ungrateful to the Phyficians, who not many Years 
fince, :procured your Charter, that you might (fepa - 


rated from the Grocers) more diligently attend in your — : 


Shops, to the moft faithful Preparations and Mixing 
of the Remedies. eh. | 
He reply’d, That the College had no Forefight and © 
Politicks, having taken -no Care, that the Charter fhou’d 
ftint the Number of Apothecaries, neceflary for, and 
to be allow’d in the City. We have been increafing 
‘thefe Fifty Years, by two or three Prentices a piece. 
We mutt now ftarve, if we do not Opprefs, and Ha- 
zard the Life of the Patient, by our dear and nume- 
rous Dofes. Necejfity has no Law, nor Gratitude, nor 
Manners. We will break the Surgeons, and by degrees 
fink their Company, doing all their eafy Bufinefs, and 
leaving them only the Amputations, and the other 
very difficult and dangerous Operations. We will de- 
ftroy the Col/ege in a fhort time. All the Young/ters are 
Outlyers, dare not come into it We will blow up 
that Man who firft offers himfelf to their Examinati- 
on to be admitted. The College may fupport it felf 
as itcan.. We are refolved to force the Trade to the © 
beft Profit we will make of it We refpect the Learn- 
ing and Integrity of Dr. Merret and his Affociates, but. 
we muft Punifh them with the utmoft Severity, tode- 
ter the reft from appearing in a Reformation, which 
_ will preferve the People, but is unfupportable to our 
- Company, now five times more Numerous, than at 
the Beginning, If the Phyficians were all of one Mind, 
* .and would ftand by one another; we muft that Mo- 
_ Ment return to our old Employment, attend our Shops, 
and prepare and deliver the Phyfick. But the Humour 
of the Age declares for us. The Men of Wit and Plea- 
fure Govern the Nation. Wine and Women affect their 
_ fender Heads and Stomachs and Bones: We are necef- 
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old Phyficians, and are for the Novices, their con- 
ftant Companions; who,-they imagine, are moft ex- 
 -pertin the Cure of the lately Common, and now Mo- 

difh Difeafes. ‘I'he Phyficians therefore of the College 
of the greateft Luxury and Extravagance muft join 
with us, to have now and then a Piece of one of the 
Cafes. T'wo or three Examples of the Doctor’s rifing 
into Eminency by us, convert a large Parcel of them. 

Ireply’d, “Uhat not many Years ago, the moft 
Learned, and of the longeft Pratice, asin Divinity 
and Law, had the greateft Fame, and the greateft Bu- 
‘finefs. He anfwerd, When the late dreadful Fire de- 
ftroyed the City, the <Aporhecaries had Sheds and o- 
ther Conveniencies provided in few days, the Phyficians 
were removd to great diftarces. The People were 
forced to fend to us, not knowing where their Phyfi- 
cians liv’d. We undertook the eafy Diftempers, when 
{ent for the Doctor, we Reported, that He, if one of 
the Party for the Prefervation of the Sick, and the 
Society, was gone out of Town, that he would not 
leave his Company, or rife in the Night, That we 
had brought, the Cafe being urgent, an efpecial 
Friend of ours, who would take Care to oblige both 
them and us. The Dodtors of the moft ready Parts, 
and cleareft Penetration inftantly faw that without 
our Favour, they mutt lofe the beft Families they had. 
This Reflection has made a great part fide with us, 
and betray the moft Ziealous for the Honour of the 
Profeflion to our Fury. Succefs raifes our Courage. 
eur Prentices fet up the Trade in all Quarters, and 
add to our Numbers and Strength. I own’d to him 
that the Matter was very eafily underftood, but defi- 
_red his leave to make the neceflary Inference, thatif 
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‘fes, and the Frauds of the Prices.

Family mutt be hazarded by a Practice you compel the 
Phyficians to ufe, becaufe youlive by the Quantities of 
the Dofes taken in every Difeafe. He confeft, that — 
they fhall be the greateft Grievance and Nufance to the - 
Nation, unlefs the Families will make theman Equiva- 
lent by good Fees, inftead of the numbers of the Do- 
I Refle&ted many Days on the neceflary Conféquences 
of the Apothecaries carving his own Reward ont of all 
the Conditions of the People,and out-of every Drfeafe, 
fhort and long, mild or violent. Shall the Bookfeller 
make his Cuftomers buy and read what Pamphlets of 
all kinds he pleafes ? Shall the olen Draper compel me 
to wear as much of his Cloth at a time, as he defires 
to put off Shall the Vintner or Siderman prefcribe to me 


_ the number of Glaffes of the Liquors | {hall drink ? 


And the Cook, how much I fhall eat of all the Dithes 
he will furnifh to my Table ? If thefe Trades fill all 


_ the Streets and Allies of the Town, and have the Com-

and Eating, how grievous will be the Oppreffions of 
our helplefs People? The unthinking Multitude

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amagine, that the Phyficians will by their wife Coun- 
-cils and honeft Precepts fet the Bounds to the ufe of 


Medicines, but the greater part are in combination with 


the Apothecary, threatned with his higheft Refentment 


and Ruin, if they interpofe to fave them, and are 
promisd great and {peedy Preferment, tf they. will 
ftrenuoufly co-operate.in the Exadtions and Pillage. 
Many learned Gentlemen of Hollaud, Germanys 
Sweden, Denmark, often came to my Shop, to buy the 


celebrated Works ofour Englifh Divines, Idefar’d their 
Information,, what Liberty was granted to the Apothe- 


caries of their Countries, to make their Remedies pafs 
off upon the Sick? Ilearn’t from them, that the Wif- 


dom ofthe different Governments: abroad is uniform 


and admirable in their careful Provifions for tne Secu- 
rity of the People. . Their Poliey muft be follow'd by 
us. They allow only tm, or four or-fix Apothecaries 
in very large populous Cities. - They have each three 
or four hired Servants,» One Part attends tne Furna- 
ces in the Court behind the Shop on one fide, in the 
other the Galenical Preparations are made in large Quan- 
tities. ‘The Shop delivers the Medicines at the known 
Prices fetled by the Magiftrate. The Maffer cannot 
have any fort of Officein his Parifb put upon him, is 
never from his Bufinefs, has his Eyeson the chymical 
and other Preparations, and on the Mixtures of every 
Dofe. Our People (they faid) are not kiil’d every day, 
as in London, by the Careleffnefs: of little Prentices, 
miftaking one thing for another, or erring in the 
Weights and Quantities. Our Medicines in the few 
Shops are fpent apace, and weekly made frefh and 
frefh, are not mothery. and fowr, and ftinking and 
dead, as they muft be in your infinite Shops, many 
breaking for the want of Employment for themfelves, 
and their Waters and Syrups and Powders. One: of

- the Divines, when J askt him, if the Servants did not 
“ importune for leave to fet up, reply’d with great Con- 
--cern, God forbid, the unlimited Numbers fhould be 
-faffer’d with us, which we obferve here in the nay- 
-feous Appearance of painted Pots and Deaths Heads 
in all-your Streets aud Lanes. London is from them 
fafpected by Travellers to be the moft furfeited and 
‘rotten Part of Mankind. What Ravages muft be 
--made onthe Poor, and on the Lives of all the Ranks 
of the People ? Some of the hir'd Fellows have been 
__ tampering with the Maid-fervants fent for Medicines, 
“to efpoufe their Intereft, that rhey would fave them 
the trouble of coming on the Errands, would bring 
-the Doles to their Houfes, and attend on the workings. 
The lefs difcerning Megiftrates have been prevail'd on 
to propofea Charter with Liberty to take Prentices.. 
The moft eminent Merchants and the Clergy have al- 
ways moff viyoroufly oppos’d it. The moft ufeful Pro- 
_ feffion of Phyfick will be corrupted, if you fufter your 
Apothecaries to increafe. They will not be able to ftint 
their Prices and Collufions, and the Quantities they 
will compel the paffive Patient to fwallow. They will 
not be able to difcern,, when they kill, and when they 
_ cure, giving to all the fame Proportion. ‘The f{tronger

Clergy exprelt the greateft Zeal againft this dan- 
_ gerous Innovation, They afferted that the Pro- 
feffion of=Phyfick muft neceflarily be debanch’d, if 
_the” Apothecary is admitted into the Houfes, that he 
“Would force the Phy/fician to prefer his Intereft before 
_ the Patients, when expos’d to the violence of the 4- 
pothecaaies Refleftions, and the obvious Terror of 
having a more ufeful Phyfician brought in to ferve him 
better. They threatned the Magiftrate with the Guile 
_ of the bafeft Injuftice and Robbery, that they would be 
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“deluded by a thoufand Artifices of an ambitious or ne- 


ceflitous Handy-craft Trade, to defraud the Phyficiau of 
his juft Right, which his Education and their own Laws 
entitle him to. - ' | 
I did not doubt, but my Apothecary (my old Ac- 
quaintance, we came to the City the fame year, he be- 
gan his Trade,when it was not grown to the now vait 
Difproportion) would frankly communicate to me the 
State of the prefent Controverfie between the Phyficians 
and their Company. I had often heard him {peak of 
many Fellows of the College with great Refpect, that 
they defign’d nothing but the publick. Good ; that 
their Trade, if the Gevernment did not reprefs their 
Multiplying, would foon be odious and untolerable. He 
has frequently with Paflion reprimanded the Nurfés, 
and Maid-fervants,craving after more and more Dofes, 
It is the Fafhion introduced by the Apothccaries, and 
the Knaves the Phyficians they employ, to take more 
than the Difeafes want, or Nature can bear, Nor the 


Tenth Part was us’d when I began. I fent my Servant 


to him, and defir’d his Company at my Houfe, and 
the Bill for my Phyfick, for the year paft, I was fur- 
priz’d at theSum of 1001, Heown’d, that formerly 


gtusdto be rg or20/. My Prentices are fpread in 


the Neighbourhood, I cannot otherwife live. I have 
been juft to you, many others would have rais’d it to 
200 or 250/. I have order’d as few Medicines as | 
could, but I muft every year doublethe Prices. I ree 
quefted him to inftru& me, how the Apothecaries have 
affum’d the Power of taxing and killing us, as they 
pleafe, and what the -Co//ege has done to prevent our 
Oppreffions, the Law having intrulted them with the —

‘When I firft (he faid) open’d my Shop, | refoived . 
(as well as many other of my Brethren) to have no 
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Prentice in many years, but contented my felf with’a 
Labourer. 1 dire&ted him in the hard drudging part,and 
did the refi my felf, I was alwaysin my bufinefs, and 


made the Medicines faithfully, and compounded the 


Dofes. After fome years, an old Nurfe (wanting her 
Sight, and her Hands trembling) blunder’d in giving 


a Glifter, I was haftily fent for to adminifter it. I re- 


_ fented the Affront and refusd it. "The Nurfe and the 
~ Maid-fervants rudely attackt me. Sirrah, you fhall do 


~ this,and every thing elfe fot us. We will make you Por- 
ter hither every Dofe we take, and ftand by to fee it 


taken, We will fend you to the Dofor, and on all the 


other Errands; other Aporhecaries have many Prentices, 


_ they and their Men takeall the troubles from us and 


~ the Footmen. 


- I thought it would have broke my Heart to negle& 
the making the Phyfick, to be always out of my Shop,

the terrible Effects of our running about hourly into: 

They’ 
have often defir’d our Mafters and Wardens to meet: 
the Prefident and Cenfors, affur'd them, they had no. 
other defign, but to inform them, that, if the Apache: 
caries neglected their proper Bufinefs, preparing the 
Medicines, and compounding the Prefcripts, that the: 
Medicines bought at the wholefale Shops, would gra- 
dually run into the greateft Corruptions, that no 4- | 
pothecary could warrant their Goodnefs, that the Pren- | 
tices in fo great a variety of Remedies muft often com~ 
mit fatal Blunders ,that the prefent Advantage of a Sum 
of Money from them was a Collufion, which would 
be ruinous tothe Trade, that, when overftock’t, we 
mutt neeeflarily opprefs the People by our Exactions 
of great Prices for every cheap Dofe,and mutt belides 
unload our Shops very often into the Patients mouths, 
to be able to feed our felves; that the Practice muft 
"gun into the moft dangerous Extremes, till the deftru-

Gion of innumerable Patients of all the Qualities made 
the Publick fenfible of the’ Neceflity of applying the 
~ Remedies to the greateft Crimes, our Extortions an 
our Infults on their Lives. When we afterward mer 
together, almoft all afferted, they would make the 
~moft of their Trade. ‘The Prentices would propagate 
apace, but all would be well during their time, ler the 
next Age take care of it felf. When Iwant Money, 
1 will take more Servants. It is ridiculous, I fhall 
not have two or three as well as my Neighbours. 
Hf Practice becomes dangerous from the Numbers and 
_ Badnefs of our Remedies, and the Miftakes of the Boys, 
Tet the Nobility, and Gentry, and People fhift for theme 
felves, as well as they can. 
_ As we began to obferve the great Intereft we had 
_in the Families by bribing the Nurfes, and gratifying 
the Maid-fervants with Cordials upon all occafions, 
and fupported by their Power in all the Houfts could 
bring in and remove any Phyfician we fleas’d, we 
made a Feft of all the obliging Admonitions of the 
College. "They eould in few years hardly make a 
Meeting to confer with us, but we had the greater 
Part either folemnly engag’d to us for our Favour, to 
bring them in or keep them in their Bufinels, and 
Wwe knew, the others had not Courage or Honefty to- 
appear in any publick Reprefentation to the King and 
Council, or the Parliament, and we were certain, we: 
weretoo hard for them, if they appeal’d to the Med-- 
ley of the People. It was a great Part of our Conver- 
fations, as oft as we met, to fort the different Tem- 
persand Abilities of the Plhyficians. Such and fuch 
have had good Practice, and are wealthy, they are. 
true to their own and our Intereft, they would not fave 
the Lives of a Million to? lofe a Fee by difobliging 
us. Thefe are naturally honeft, but they are Ls 
Jae ‘ they 
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they muft comply and dare not rifque the Difpleafure: 
of any one Apothecary. An extravagant or debaucht 
Phyfician has always been the chiefelt Engine to raife: 
our Profit and Reputation. We bait them at the fag 
end of adefperate Cafe, with the then two or three 
Guineas twice or thrice aday, as long as the Life cam 
laft.. ‘They are requir’d by us to perjure themfelvesy. 
affuring the Mothers, that our Treatment of the Di« 
{temper was as judicious as their own could have been,, 
that we are fhrew'd Gueffers at the Natures of Dif-- 
eafes, that we had only err’d in not giving enough of 
our Dofes. We fpread the ufual Report,that the Dogton 
had kill’d the Patient the laft day, aad were moreand: 
more rivetted in the Efteem of the Houfe, and all the 
Neighbourhood. I will acquaint you by the by, that 
many of them fuffer'd the Death their Crimes defery’d | 
Poverty executed them. We have in not many years bu: 
ried ten,or rather many more,by a charitable Contri-. 
bution. z«mhele Examples have been of the greateft! 
Ufe tous. Many dreading the fame Exit, have overs 
come the Stubbornefs of their Conftitutions, and have 
offer'd their moft zealous Services to betray the Patients 
and their Profeffion to us. ‘The Oaths taken at the V- 
 niverfities, and at their Admiffion into the College have 
for fome time retarded their Compliance. They have 
been inftruéted by our Cafuifts, that it is a Garifor: 
Oath. The Apothecaries being now their Matters: 
as well as of the Families, they are abfolv’d, and muft 
{wear Allegiance and Fidelity to our Company. 

But it will be not a little furprizing to you, that 
we have made them furrender all their Pretences te 
Learning, and the Knowledge of Diftempers and Medi: 
eines. Lwill own, and all Europe knows, that the 
College was famous from many Learned’ Members of the 
Society. he Catalogue in the Reigns of K. Fames I 
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nd K, Charles I. is made of Plyficians excellently skile 
fol and moft happy Praditioners. ‘They were then as 


grave asthe Fudges, and as learned as the Bifhops. But 
it has been impofiible many years paft for any Phyfician

The 
keeping Diftilled Waters, and the @onferves, and Syrups 
and Gafcoign’s Pewder, will be inftantly put together 
by our Boys,. and muft férve the turn for all Difeafes, 
The Phyficians faw, that to improve themfelves by a 
Laboratory of their own, to be able to, direct a Medi-

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cine without Monftrous Blunders, was the greateft Of 


fence to us, and therefore the ready way to be undone. 
_ I will therefore boldly affert, thar the Englifh Phyfisians 


are become the moft Ienorant in Europe, fince we have

{and Slanders rais’d and {pread in all Parts. We have 
made War on the College, as in the Difpenfary Poem, 
having the moft Profligate of the Faculty, Mirmil, 
Querpo, the Bard, &c. at our Head. You may have 
heard, that I was one of the Forty Apothecaries, who 
engag’d our felves by a Subfcription Prefented to the 
College, to afford the Remedies at reafonable Prices to 
be agreed on by them and us.

Punifhments, 
and affrighted us with the violation of our Oath to thé

or Notable Medicine of his Invention to take with them, 
and aihi{t their Operation. About the fame time Eliza, 
_ an Epick Poem, was Publifh'd. My Shop was every 
hour fill'd with Shoals of the Curious to fee the Cha- 
racter of Lopez, p. 259. My Shew-Book was quickly 
fallied and lay open in that part. Many came to take 

a tafte of it and withdrew. © One day two {trong Bri- 

_ gades of the oppofite Parties fill’d all the lower Rooms 

_ of my Houle. ‘The Defcription of Lope mutt be read 

_ aloud, A furious Contempt happen’d concerning thefé 

_ Party-Wits and Party-Phyficians. ‘This and the for- 
Mer Poems were decry'dias-abfurd and monftrous in 
many Inflances, ‘The Verfes quoted in the Difpenfary- 
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Poem, numberlefs Paflages in the Prince and King and 
Fob were derided on both fides. Lopez being defcrib’d 
defigning to Poyfon the Duke with a Dofe provided 
for him, was allow’d Juft and Natural, becaufe he ne- 
ver thought on or prepar’d any Medicine of feeble or 
violent Operation.

Be ee a 
When I rofe the next Morning, and had dreft me, 
I found in my outer Room on the Table the Penny- 
Poft Letter, which brought my Expences in my late 
Sicknefz, 1/. 15 5. from the College, for the 7 Days 
my Difpenfary Phyfician treated me, 43 /. 9 5. 10 4. 
for the 10 Days, 1 wasunder the great Cafe of my | 
Apothecary and his Doétors. Many like Inftances } 
flafh’t like Lightning before my Mind of the fame- 
Sums, for.a Courfé of the Vapours of my Wife, or 
Weakne& after lying-in. I ran haftily to the Scrittore, 
which keeps the Writings of my Eftatemy Father left’ 
me, and many of his Accounts, efpecially of his 
Houfe-Keeping, which I have often perusd to fee: 
the different Diet, and Prices, and Oeconomy of thofe 
Times. One of the Books, which contains the Ex-. 
pences in Phyfick, is worth as much Gold, as will! 
iis Medes we COveme 
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cover it, would have faw’d me ten times as. much, 

if I had minded it fooner. One Doétor had been - 
Phyfician in the Family, till he dy’d, then fucceed- 
ed by another. The old Gentleman usd an. odd 
Word, Softra, or my Premiums of Infurance for mine 
and my Families Health and Life, to exprefs the 
quarterly Payment of the Sa/ary : then, in other Pla- 
ces, my Prefent or my Gratitude for his extraordi, 
nary Care and Vigilance in my laft Sicknefs. or my 
Wiles, or now one or other of the Children. The 
Apothecary is always ftil'd my Dodtor’s. Apothecary. 
An Electuary 3 s. and large Juleps 2's. 6d. A large 
Box of Pills 2.5. 6 4. but moft frequently for A 
Quarts’ of fo many fimple Waters, for 2 Pints of as 
many Cordial Compound Waters, and as many Syrups 
to make our Fuleps. A Pint of Purging Syrup for the 
‘Children, or 4 Ounces of the Purging Powder for the 
Nurfery. Then Treacle, and Diafeordium, and Gafs 
cons Powder, 3 or 4 Ounces of each. Ufually about 
9 or 10 4.a year was the whole Charge in our Fa- 
mily, fill’d with our felves and Prentices, and Ser- 
vants relating te our Merchandize, and abundance of - 
the Houfe-Servants. You affert, that the People in 
the laft Age were wifer then we are, asa thoufand to 
One. Blefs me! how large grown are the Fruits of 
our Folly ? Ihave often paid my Apothecary 120 2, 
other Years 200/. per Ann. the Age before this had _ 
theirs morethan ten times cheaper. Weare now the 
moft abfurd Nation in the World. Above 1006/5 
a year thrown away- Ihave kept Houfe 30 years: 
What a prodigious Sum have I been rob’d of ? What - 
Improvements would have been made of fo much in 
the Government, or in Trade by this Time ? I have 
frequently faid aloud in the Hearing of my Servants,, 
that I could not bear any Neglect or Watt. i | 
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Thad rather give away or lofe at Sea 1001. than have 
one Shilling embezled. By Heavens! how vaftly 
high does the Account rife, valuing every Shilling 
my Pocket has been pick’t of in the Medicines at 100/. 
Had I a Phyfician, in whom 1 could have confided, 
all this exceflive Lofs had been fav’d. 1 might feven 
Yearsago have difcern’d the Abufé from the Difpen- 
fary, which fupplies the Poor with the beft Medi- 
cines in the World at thofe-Rates. It was certainly 
ereéted to relieve the Poverty of our Underftandings, 
as well as thofe firft Objects of their Charity. Is this 
the Fruit of fending for an Apothecary, and giving 
him no Fee: but, ‘There’s the Mouth of my Child_ 
or Servant, put into it as many Dofesas you will? It 
is the ftrongelt Aggravation of Folly, or rather 
Madnefs, to tempt him or neceffirate him to give 
ten times too much, inftead of a {mall Fee. I am 
cheated of 2 or 34 aday, and the poor Creatures 
die for it. I will confefs to you the Violence of my 
Refentment againft my felf, or the Weaknefs of my 
Reafon, that I could not moderate or overcome it. 
I flung my felf on the Ground, fixt my Eyes, and held 
up my Hands to Heaven. What is Man, when he 
is left expos'd to the Affaults of Knaves, and is de- 
ftiture of the Advice of a Friend, or the Care of the | 
Magiftrate? I ama Brute or worfe than they, who 
can by their Inftin@ difcover and regularly purfue all 
the Methods of their Prefervation. All thefe Mi+ 
feries are come upon us, from our confiding in the 
Apothecary, and never having a Phyfician, but of his 
procuring. Oh ! the Abfurdity of fuffering him, 
when he has given me aGiyfter, to feel inftantly’ 
with thofe Hands, my Lips, my Tongue, then to) 
prefcribe for me, then to mould my Underftanding to, 
ufe his Doétor in ordinary. This is the Tukifb pire

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when a Bafha marries the Sultan’s Sifter,to creep in at 
the Beds-Feet under the Quilt, and then advance over 
her to the Pillow. Icould not abftain from inflidt- 
ing the fevereft Penance on my felf. I beat my Head — 
again{ft the Floor, firft the Fore part, accounted the 
Seat of Judgment, then the Hinder-Part, where the 
Memory refides. Could I not fee the fatal Tenden- 
cies of trufting an Apothecary, having no Reward 
but from the Dofes, by the Light of my own Rea. 
fon? Could I not remember a matter of this Ime 
portance, which J faw, which was practis’'d on my 
felf when a Boy, ia my Fathers Houfe? I chaltiz’d 
my Head fo much, that the Bone, but for its Round- 
nefs, muft have broken, or poflibly tbe Stroakes made 
it give way into the Susures, and prevented the Fra- 
éture. ‘There are fo many Swellings both before and 
behind, that I could not put on my Periwig or Hart, 
nor my Night-Cap.

The united Purfuits of the Princes 
and Phyficians diftinguifh’t the almoft innumerable

falutary or fatal Events, in the different Changes made 
by the Forces of every Remedy. The chief Com- 
merce of thofe Times was in the Barterings and Com- 
munications of the Medical Knowledge.

1000 years muft be allow’d to its Arrival to Ma- 
turity, when Galen, the greateft Philofopher, writ 
his moft elegant and learned’ Comments on the {i< 


ered Text of Hippocrates. Surgery was. then’ not {e-. 


parated from Phyfick, it was the equal Care of the 
Princes and Phyficians, but the Cafes arriv’d’ more 
rarely from Accidents, afterward from ‘the Rage of 
War. The modern Surgeons are forc’t to own, 

| (He 164.) 
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(H. 161.) that nothing confiderable has been added 
to the Inventions of Antiquity in their Medicines, or 
their Inftruments of Cure, by the Writers of the lateft 
‘Years. “The moft eminent and fincere of the Phy- 
ficians, fince the late Reftoracion of Learning in Exe 
rope, confels, that we know nothing of the infinite 
Gircumftances of Life, of the natural or diforder’d 
Motions of the Humours, but. may be fhown in 
the divine Hippecrates, either largely reported or moft 
frequently in an expreflive Word, of equal Value and 
Import to many of our Modern F oito-Authors, la- 
borioufly and pompoufly explaining their un-inielli- 
gible Hypothefes of no Moment or Concern to the 
‘great Affair. This univerfil 'Zeal of almott all the 
fucceeding Ages to find out, and cultivace to the ut- 
moft Perfection, the Art: of preferving Life was ex- 
cited by the moft true and mott juft RetleGtion, which 
at this time is known to almoft none but Phyficians, 
and is ufually deipisd and exploded ; That we can 
live only by the Rules of Phyfick, not the Cynical 
Bondage an: the precifé Confinement from the En- 
joyment of all things, ‘which Nature afiords, and _ 
commands us todefire and puriue 5 not the fraudulent 

and enfnaring Artifices of depending Only on Reme- 
dies to be drank and eaten, the proper Punifhment, 
but not the Cure of the Difeafes from Luxury and 
Excefs ; but by awfully veiwing and imitating firft the 
great Efforts of Nature it felf, (the Inventions of the 
Creator, and the firft Medicines of Providence) by 
which it expells the Poyfons of Surfeits, the boiling 
Fulnefs of the Blood, or by Sweats or Steams, the la- 
tent vitious Mixtures of the Humours 3 then warily 
and faithfully applying the Remedies, which have been 
us'd in all the Diforders of the Courfe of Life, to the 
extreamelt old Age. - The Life fupported, till it falls 
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to the Earth after full Ripenefg, till it retreats and’ 
ives way to the Spring of others newly brought: 

7 Forth, is the moft inftructive Volume of the Art of:

There 
was his Apothecary behind the Curtain to prompt _up- 
onoccafion, and furnifh our common Dofes of the 
vulgar Medicines. The Bil, printed with his Poems, 
recites his great Exploits on the Dileafes of all the Em- 
perorsand Kings in Europe, if the lirtle Underftanding 
“of all the College compar’d with his, that he was the 
only great Doétor in Being. A World of the Pa- 
tients thought themfelves recoverd, his Fame was 
{oread from Tower-Hill to White-hal. The King hae 
‘* te 3 itily 
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ftily recall’d him to give the ample Narrative of his 
great Performances. Had our great Empirick been 
oblig’d to lie longer abfconded under the Mafquerade 
of the Doétor, his Practice had been the gieateft and 

-moft celebrated in Town. As the Cows Water, and 
the Adminiftration of Medicines to the Urine of the 
Gentlemen and Ladies, were the. moft applauded and 
fuccefsful in their Time: I fhall make the Compari- 

~ fon and the exact Refemblance between Dr. Bendo and 

Lopez, and the other Phyficians, who oppofe the 
Coliese and the Apothecaries, that it fhall command 

the Affent and Admiration of every Reader. I ob- 
ferve, (E. 94.) thereare 4 Parts of the Art of Phy- 
fick, moft neceffary to be underftood, as in the Skill 
of a Gardiner, who has the Care (not only of the 


ftrong Plants of our Growth) of the Exotick, curious, « 


coftly, but tender, which muft be kept in hot Hou- 
{es; or cover’d with Glafles, and be differently water’d 
with frequent Change of Mould, which would die or 
decay: from their Value, without his Knowledge of 
their different Conftitutions and their refpective Cures, 
and his moft diligent Care in the Application of the 
Remedies. I confefs, if Phyfick is practis’d with us, 


as by the Farrier inthe Stable, or the old omen in - 


the Nurferies, or the Quacks on the Stages by a com- 


mon Road, giving fuch things as they hear are taken _ 


in fuch and fuch Difeafes, the Acquifition of the Art 
would be made very eafie. But to prevent infinite 


Errors, and toattempt rationally the Cure, and with 
affur’d Profpect of Suceefs, they are indifpenfably 


neceflary.

ons compard with the vegetable, muft be perfect-.

ly underftood. ‘The Circumftances of the beginning 
5 tae se Be Gees hao bee and. 
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and growing Life of Infants, of the Advances to 
Youth, Manhood, old Age, mutt be carefully noted 
with all the Diforders, which ufually arrive in the 
‘Progrefs. How Man alone can live in all parts of 
the Earth, is alter'd in the feveral Climates, how af- 
feted with all the Sorts of Nourifhment in all of them, 
how with Sleep and Exercife and Reft. Without 
this Knowledge the Phyfician is ignorant, whether 
Nature alone is able to remove the Diforder, whether 
“the Alterations of Dict, Exercifeé, Reft, will without 
Medicines reftore to Health. But thefe things are ad- 
mirably reported by Hippocrates, Galen, and many of 
the Antients and Moderns in Greek and Latin, but the 
firft is not underftood by Lopez, nor a very great 
Parcel of the Eminent, and neither by the Apotheca- 
ries, It is objected, that we have many of them 
tranflated into Englifb, but our Language cannot 
make the Terms of Art underftood, and without 
them the Reader is blind and deaf, and can under- 
ftand nothing of the Affair, nether in Phyfick, nor 
Ga, lening, nor Navigation, nor War, nor any of the 
inferior Handy-craft Trades. | 


2. To underftand Difeafés, we muft by Anatomy 
know the Pofition of the Parts, to be inform’d by the 
Pains, which of them is difturbd, and to determine 
how the Medicines fhall fooneft reach and redrefs 
them. We often infpeét the Anatomies of the Dead, 
to make the fureft Judgments of the Alterations in 
Difeafes of every Part of the Body : But Lopez and 
many others of the Antagonifts, and not one of the 
Apothecaries ever made any Diflection of one healthy 
or difeas'd, 25 
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3. We muft carefully obfrve the firft Slons and 
Symptoms to be able to judg, what the Diftempers 
are, whether they are fafe, and promote an eafy Die 
feafe, or threaten the greateft Danger, then to con- 


clude from their Progrefss’ whether the y will eafe the 
Patient themé!ves, or require one or more Remedies 
whether fewer or more Days or Weeks are neceflary 
to finifh the Cure.” Bur this mut be done in 
a large variety of all kinds of Difales, becaue one 
of.a fort now and then will not aford the juft and 
parallel Cafes of all the Degrees, to make a certain 
Judgment. But Lopez does not come in the. begin-: 
ning, or very late the firtt day, favours the confiding’ » 
Patient but with one View in the fevereft Fevers often — 
changing their Symptoms; and he will not bear the. 
Trouble of vilitng many of one Species, or of the” 
almoft neceflary Differences in the fame Epidemick, 
Fever fromthe Conftitutions. The Apothecary comes. 
in time, bur does not dare to obferve 5 il the Sick maya 
recover by the Strength,and by the-rezular Morions of 4 
his Nature. This judicious Condué may fave ‘the 
Patient, but himfelf-will be undone. He gives mae 
ny ftrokes at firft fight of the Enemy, but does not 
confider and obferve the Par: he would hit; his Buiinefs - 
is to fpend the Ammunition, and make the Recruits of

4+ The Qualities arid Vertues of all the Medicines, = 
and their moft efficacious Preparations muft be learnt 
by the moft indaftrious Application. For "tis great 
Pity, the Englifh fhall ufe only twenty, many of them - 
ill compounded Remedies, many of them of no Ver~. 
tue, and be denied their Share of the great Natural 
Provifion, and the ‘Jate admirable Improvements. of - 
many of them.But Lopex and our other Eminents never 
troubled themfelves but with CherrysWatery the bitter

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Wine and Decofion, and Elixir Salutisy €3c.. and adopt 
them by ways peculiar to them alone to perform the 
moft wonderful Recoveries.And the Apothecaries know 
no more than they, and the Phyficians are willing to 
Know, the Twenty, which will always keep and lie 
ready inthe Shop, and will take on themfélves no 
farther Trouble, and the People cannot defire or ex 
pect any other, cannot importune the Medicines, 
they never heard our Excellencies {peak of their 
Names or Exploits, i 
The People I forefee will obje& and cry out : How 
fhall we have many Phyficians more learned and dili- , 
gent and experienc’d than Lope and his Equals, or 
better than our Apothecaries. We are in a moft mi- 

ferable Condition, if we cannot be cur’d without that 
Sort of admirable Praitioners : What fhall the — 
meaner People and the Poor do, when they are feiz’d 
with Sicknefs? But the Anfwer is obvious and eafie to 
be underftood. All the Phyficians ought to be the Ma- 
fier-Workmen, exercife their Profefon with the mot 
jaft Knowledge of all the Difeafes, and the Prepara- 
tions and Ufes of all the Medicines ; and all the Fami: 
lies by locking on them, will Jearn, and take away, 
and imitate a thoufand of their excellent Cures. The - 
famous Philofopher and General Xenophon affords me 
the beft Reply in the World. Socrates he fays, had 
advisd one of Quality in Athens, to leave the lewd 
expenfive Town, which would confume his Efate 
and Life, and retireinto the Country, and cultivate — 
his Lands by his numberlef: Servants, _ How fhall I 
learn Husbandry? Your good Neighbours, treated 
by you like a Gentleman, will inftru@ you in every 
thing: or, you will fe what they do on the other 
fide of the Hedge, the Land of this and that are the 
lame, You cannot fail to arrive in a very little time 
to 
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tothe Perfection of Agriculture, . and to the equal 
Improvements and Returns of your Lands. ‘This ts 
- our Cafe. If the Phyfician is cautious to obferve © 
what Medicines are neceflary in the refpeétive Dif- 
eafes, the People will be likewife cautious, and nof, 
as'with us, demand the twenty to be added, before 
the Neceflity of giving one is found out. If he is 
fitful in the exaét DireCtions of the Diet, of the 
Exercife, @c, the People will be wife in the Value 
and Ufe of them. When he gives one Medicine or 
twoor-three, the People will induftrioufly imitate the 
Procefs attended with the fureft Succefs. In an Epi- 
demical Fever, either Peftilential or Malignant in the 
other Degrees, they will fave many thoufands by co= 
pying after the Praétice of an honelt and: learned. 
Phyfician. ‘The great Examples of the Effects of 
Abftinence, Exercife, and the moft careful Regard to 
the Defigns Nature forms to relieve it felf, and of the 
_ faprizing Reliefs from Medicines adjufted to the moft 
terrible Difeafes by the Learning and Integrity of Phy-. 
ficians, is the moft-magnifieent Bounty the People 
are capable of receiving. Our Monarchy imitating 
the Magnificence of the Kings of the firt Ages, and 
lately of Europe, (when Learning, after it ‘had lain bu- 
ried, deftroy’d by the Irruptions of the Northern bare | 
barous Armies, was reviv’d and brought agen to Life) 
- founded our two moft famous Univerfities, and in both- 
Profeffors in all the Sciences, and the Univerfity of Phy-: 
ick, the Royal-College in London. They are ufelefs,, 
3 the Sciences can be acquir’d in the narrow Bounda- 
ries of a retir’d Education, But the ineftimable Ads:

But our Profeffors 
fhall not only receive their Salaries, but return from 
themfelves the moft ardent and inftru@tive Communi« 
cations to the Faculties they prefide over.. -We owe 
the greateft Part of the modern Improvements of 
Learning, in all the Arts,to the Chairs abroad, But’ 
your Degrees purchaft in Holland area Lofs and Cheat 
to the Nation.

A Demeffick Phy- 
fician has more Incitements to cultivate his Learning, 
tis Diligence, his moft penetrating Enquiries into all 
‘the pofiible Means of faving the Patients Life, than 
can be reduc’t to Number. He attends your only 
Son. He has no Intereft in the Increafe of the Symp- 
toms, but the moft obvious Lofsin the Continuance 
of the Sicknefs, which will engage his conftant equal 
Attendance. Can his frequent Informations of the 
Nature of that Difeafe, its firft Tendencies to pres 

pare and begin to feparatethe morbid Matter from the 
3 or 4 Vilits, the 1/7, 2d, 2d. Days, defpofe the Fever 
to be ejeéted the 47h? Can your Footman be return’d 
‘to yourService in 4. Days by the moft fimple, and 
cheap, and divine Remedies apply’d with the fame 
Addrefs! and the Purfuit at once of his owa Interett 
and the Recovery ? The Apothecary is undone, if they 
go abroad till after 14. or 20 Days, and the Bill fhall 
rife to iwice the Number, or the parallel Computation 
of the Guineas. But 1 will fee my Apothecary to be 
jolt to me only. But the cheap and {peedy Cure 
ipreads, and is in the Sight of all the People, your 
and his Neighbours,as {trong as the Light of the rifing 
Sun, and he deftroys himielf, To be pofleft of the - 
Riches if this one Prudence is more defirable than the 
j Cargoe 
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Cargoe of the Galeons. ‘The Phyficians Intereft is: 
govern’d by all the Services he can prefent you with,, 
as the Needle by the Pole. Heis fore’t by his own 
Intereft to initruét the Families in the Knowledge: 
and the T’reatment of all the moft common Diforders,, 
to communicate the Qualities and Ufes of the moft ne-. 
ceffary Medicines. Al]l the Conquefis of the Dif-. 
eafes in your Houfe, as the Seeds planted in your Gar-: 
den, produce.a large Crop of Merit and Reputation: 
You have the ftrongeft Aflurance of his Capacity and| 
Integrity, when your own Sicknefs demands his Cure.. 
You muff in all the other Regards be govern’d by the: 
vaft Underfianding of the Antients. ‘hey rewarded! 
the Phyfician in proportion to the Dignity of his 
Art, and the Value of the Life he protected, Pover-- 
ty depreffes and makes the Spirits languid and un-. 
able to move and exert themfelves. ‘I'he Moderns: 
have foolifhly beleiv’d, that Homer and the moft fub-- 
lime Poets were poor. Virgil, Horace, Ovid, Lucany, 
Jc, confute and expofe the Error. ‘The little Epi= 
grammatifis and the /arger Poets, whofe Verfes have: 
been interr’d before them, were forc’t to {crible for: 
Bread. And the laft Age, even of the Engli/h, willl 
afford us an Inftruction of the greateft Value, the greatt 
Secret, by which alone the Learning of the Phyfi-, 
tians may be raifed to the moft fublime, the greateft’ 
PerfeGtion. The Nobility, Gentry, and Citizens vilit-. 
ed their Domeftick Phyficians, (as their Minifters, their: 
Lawyers, their Conveyancers) at their Houfes in the: 
Morning and Evening.in chronical Diforders, and im) 
the Approaches and Alarms of Sicknefs. ‘Their: 
Children and Servants receiv’d his Advice in_ his 
Library, at thofe Hours. ‘They had their own Ins 
terefi, their own Safety and Prefervation in their: 
View. The Phyficians had then Leifure to finifh the: 
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- Knowledge of the learned Languages, to perufé and 
Compare allthe Authors, Their own Procefles were 
often collated in the Diftempers then reigning, or 
‘the Obfervations of the moft grievous, more fre Dit: 
€afes were frequently compar’d, and confirm’d or im= — 
_prov'd by one the other. They did learn to diftin- 
guifh all the Drugs, confider’d their Qualities. and 
Vertues, and deteéted after many varied Trials the 
moft valued Manners of their Preparations. ‘The 


meaner People had the fame Advantage in the Im- 
provements of his Learning and his Skill, by the more 
fedate Views of Difeafés, then in our common Po- 
ting from Houfe to Houfe at great Diftances, and 
the terrible Expence of the Fee was always in pro- 
portion reduc’t by the Complements of the Patients 
eafing his Phyfician of much Pain and ‘Trouble, and 

preferving for him his moft pretious Time. The 
modifh Invention of waiting the Phyficians Hours, 
and expofing him toa perpetual IdlenefS, to the Ae 
mufements of Impertinence and Debauchery has dea 
baft the Profeffion, and expos’d it to the feverett 

Cenfure of your own Society, which in the Remon-

‘cannot fuggeft any ObjeAion worth confuting, 
Inall Difeafes attended with Danger, the Domeftick 

Phyfician, your beft Judge and Advifér even in this- 
Cafe, propos’d one of the Seniors of long Practieg 
and Experience. But his Care and Fidelity may de- 
cline, and the Change of the Phyfician may be ne- 
cellary: This may occut on both fides, the Family 
may be carelefs in the obfervance of his Orders, may 
be perfwaded by the Vificants to difturb the Method 
ef Cure, and may be neglected, till they return ie 
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the jutt Ettimate of their Intereft. But the Shiftings 
of the Phyficiins, the pleafing themfelves with new 
Faces, a pretty Behaviour, and Drefs, and Equipage 
‘s attended with many fad Confequences, one of 
which may be eafily imagin’d, that, the Phyficians 
are oblig’d to accommodate themfelves to the fud- 
dain Heats of their Pailions and Refolutions to try 
other Advices, that the Violence of the Phyficians 
next Onfet on the Difeafe by a vehement Medicine, . 
‘many times prevents the Arrival of the intended Un- 
dertaker. | 

But the Shifting from the Phyficians to an Apo-: 
thecary, is a Folly of our own Growth, peculiar to: 
us, firft contriv’d by the People now living. In all, 
the old Times, there was none The Druggift and. 
the Herb-ftalls fupplied the Simples, to be com-- 
pounded by the Phyficians Servants, or the Servants: 
of the Family, when the Preparation is obvious and | 
~ eafie, in the cleaneft Vefleis and the niceft Addrefs: 
of Care. Our Hiftory fpeaks of the firft Apothecae: 
ry coming into England. My Ld. Cook takes notice,, 
that till after the Reign of K. Edward VI. the Royal-. 
Family had no Apothecary. “The Inventers of the in-: 
nocent Pleafures, and Entertainments, and Ornaments, 
and Supports of Human Life are immortalizd in ma- 
ny of the moft celebrated Writers. 1 wifh the Fools. 
Character had beer preferv’d in our Chronicles, that 
- his Features were now to be féen in his Statue of Brafsy 
who firlt fent for the Apothecary from his Shop and 
Operations to come to his Houfe. What Frenzy pof- 
fe thee to fend for the Handy-cvaft Labourer of the 
Remedies, to anfwer any Queftion concerning thy 
Difeafé, the moft difficule in the World to be well un= 
derftood, and to rifque the unhappy Application of 
Remedies to thee, when the Punifhment of thy a 
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tiefs is Death ? Shall the little impertinent Boys in the 
mean time compound the Medicines,all thy Life, and 
Poffeffions and Enjoyments depend on, and commit 
the fatal Miftakes of a violent for a Cordial Ingre- 
dient, the Errors of the Weight, of the Dofes for 
another of ftronger Spirits and Blood ?

‘Thy 
Apothecary knows nothing of the Diforders of the 
Humours within, and thy Servants have Hands and 
Strength and Capacity to execute all the manual Ope- 
rations, and can obferve and follow all the Orders of 
the Medicines to be taken, or outwardly apply’d. 
We run into the greateft Abfurdities by the heedlefs 
Imitations of the moft wife. All+before us had a 

-learned Phyfician in ordinary, my Apothecary fhall 
be the learned and affetionate Phyfician in ordinary. 
{In the Inftant you lofe your Apothecary. He is forc’t, 
being always vifiting, to buy his Goods of the Wholes 
fate Shop. No Mortal knows what they are made of. 
They are condemn’d by the Druggij?, declar’d to be 
only the Sweepings of their Ware-Houfes, and detefted 
by every more faithful Apothecary; They are beat 
down to fcandalous Prices in the hundred W eight, and 
the little Boys are now thy only compounding’ and 
mixing Apothecary. But I fhall have the domeftick 
Apothecary Phyfician cheaper, the other hasa quarters 
ly Salary, this will be paid only at Chriffmasy and 
then only for the Medicines. But the Bill will be 
100 or 150 or 200 /. yearly, and the other Salary 
and all the Expence in Remedies, or fewer or better 
bought, not thamm’d into the little Dofes, will be 
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only one part in four, or 50 1. inftead of the 2col: 
If f allow the Apothecary fhall: pay himfelf every 
Day for his Vifits by the Dofes, | am a Booby, the 
preateft Fool under Heaven. When. Dr. Sydenbam’s 
Practice gave only one or few Medigines in the Day, 
when many Difeafes are more fafe and eafie, and in 
others more perplext and hazardous, many cannot 
be taken without deftroying the naufeated oppreft 
Patient: Shall I, my’ Children; my Servants take:

neas every Day ?’ My’ Footmen are unwilling to itir’ 
for my Phyfick, a’ Porter is a-daily and. prefent Ex-. 
pence, our Apothecaries by themfelves or Boys will! 
bring every thing tote. But the Porter hasonly 6 d.. 
and one pair of the Boles'and Draughts rated. by the: 
Apothecary for his own Porterage, vill pay the other’ 
for all his Jouries in'a long Dileafé. © When Death 
begins to fhew it felf, or the Pains of the deadly Di-- 
{tempers are vehement, I will join a Phyfician im) 
confultation with my Domelftick Phyfician my Apo-- 
thecary. He fhall always meet him, my Footman 
thall ‘call him, when the Do€tor comes. Gan any; 
one be fo blind, nor to fee all the inevitable Mifchiets: 
which enfue? "Fhe Phyfician dares not inform Us, 
how much is the rational and juft Proportion, — and, 
prevent us infenfibly increafing to ten times more; 
can never fuggeft to us, that this is ren times too: 
dear, and that is good for nothing. Your Apothe~ 
cary will be either of a rough or more {oft Difpofitions 
If the frft, your Do€tor will dread him, as the Horfé 
does a Tyger in the Hot, or a Bear in the ‘Northern 
Countries, he trembles, is in a cold Sweat, not able 
to ftrike or run away. He has the Patient. before 
him, and the Apothecary behind him, cannot fave 
me without breaking the other. I -muft-have 206g

Guineas Profit every Day, and the Credit of our 
Cheapnefs and of our Abilities to practice, miuft be 
keptup by you. Ihave known an Apothecary com- 
mand by his Hatt in the Pofture of an Officers, and 
the Doctor was alwaysbare to him, on pretence of 
being too muchiheated by his Wigg. Ifthe is of a 
more {weet Temper, Sir, you fee how the Mirmils 
and Querpocs, and the other Upflarts are grown great 
by our Favour. - I can keep. you in here or bring 
you, where J pleafe, if you will ftudy to oblige me 
‘more and more, as they do all of us by their long 
Scribles, Sie ee 

. [now remember, that I have’heard many of my 
beft Friends and oldeft Acquaintance valuing them= 
felves from their extraordinary Wifdom, in depending 
‘Wholly on their Apothecaries. As in the laft Age, 
(they faid) we had a conftant Phyfician, then in the 
-extream Cafes one of the Seniors of great Learning 


and Experience. [have now my Apothecary, and _ 


he chooies one of his belt Friends on all Difficulties, 
One of the hopeful.

mtended, when I cameto confider this Point, (as Ho- 
ace informs us of fome of his Friends the Poets) to 
take a Medicine, which fhould work powerfully up= 
wards and downwards, and clear my Head to be able 
to refolve this moft weighty Cafe.” But I {aw the 
whole dark bufinefs very clearly and diftin&tly with- 
outit. Will the Doctor difcover the expeditious Me- 
thods of Cure? The Apothecary will not fiffer him, 
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he is undone by it. Is the Door able to do it ? No, 
he has been always usd to the long Courfés for the: 
Apothecaries Profit, from his firft fetting out, and| 
through ali the Stages, and Travels of his ridiculous: 
Praétice, and knows no better: Will the Dottor pro-- 
duce a great /pecifick Medicine, if he fhall happen to: 
hear it commended to the Skies by a Phylician off 
long Praétice and Experience, or in one of the beft! 
antient or modern Writers, the certain Remedy of the: 
moft dreaded Acute of chronical Difeafé ? No, he willl 


“not, becaufe the Apothecary and his Brethren will 


fer up againt him and the Gollege, in all parts of the: 
Town, and rob them of their Profeffion. . And the 
Apothecary will be angry, if he does, becaufe they; 
eannotliveby Specificks, but by the long Perfeverance 
in Boles, and Draughts, and Pearl Fuleps, which have 
no Efficacies or Vertues to make the fpeedy Cure, 
fs the Phyfician able to preferibe any of thefe fele& 
and. divine Medicines ? No, be. has never dar’d ta 
go out of the common Road of writing a long deal of 
the others, and never examin'd the Qualities and Ver- 
tues, and Preparations of any Medicines, and knows 
nothing of any of them, as your College Declarations 


’ Jargely inform us. (C. ¢.) But the Objection is jvery 


ftrong: Igive him his Fee to purchafe his utmoft 


Fidelity, and the ‘belt of his Medicines. He is a 


Villan, if he deceives me in my Extremity of Pair 
and Danger. But the Apothecary gives him muct 
greater Fees to be falle to you, and you have him alk 
ways in the Chamber, magnifie his Skill and the 
large(t Acquifitions of Knowledge, from his ofter 
fecing what the Phyficians do, and would have him 
inftructed in that extraordinary Cafe, that you may 
never more want the Phyfician or his Remedies, [0 
this Junéture, he will refent your Affront and In: 
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juftice, as your Son, if haftily beaten without Caufe, 

mutters, that he will not Jearn his Book, but be 

idle. How can you compel him toit? He is dif- 

order’d in his Mind,. and cannot learn, his Stomach 

isup, and he will not. ‘The Letters appear to him 

all on Fire. The Phyficians therefore are reduc’t to 

the Neceffity, that they may preferve their Innocence, 

and their Duty to the Patients, to be always Folly, al- © 

waysin good Company in your Houfes, or the Taverns, 

‘never buy nor read the moft inftructive Authors, 
never examine the Qualities, and Vertues and Prepa- 
rations of the Medicines, that they may with a good 

‘Confcience prefcribe the common ufelefs Boles and 

Draughts, and the fophifticated and corrupted Medi- 

“eines, and fincerely profefs, that all that we have, 
we give you. ~ Your firft Do€tor and afterward all 

the Confultation are” of one Mind and Voice, come 

twice a day, and greedily take great Fees for doing — 

nothing, to make up the grievous Loffes of all the for- 

mer Negleéts. Here is a lamentable Complication of 
the greateft Crimes on your fides, of the greateft Fol- 

lies and Sufferings of ours, A Remedy muft be 

fotind and inftantly apply’d. You appeal in your 

College-Books to the Matters of the Families and the 

Magiftrates, but I and, no doubt, all the moft cons 

fiderate have gon up to the upper Room, to fee the 

Management there. The Nurfery has often fallied 

forth, and ftopt me in the middle of my Stair-Cafe. 

They believe all the Apothecary fays is Goel, and 
tell us, they are the beft Judges, the Mafters muft 

not, fhall not intrude. If you offer any Arguments, 

they have ftronger Reafons, all InftruGtion is cla- 

Mour'd againft as Perfecution. I have been forc’t to 
return me: acquiefce. And we are the Magiftrates. 

It is ridiculous to expect the publick Relief from us: 
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when we cannot govern at Home, and will not take 


Care of our felves. But you of the College fhould 
have expell'd with Infamy your Men of no Honour or 
€onfcience, (B. 48.) and fent to the Apothecaries in the 
dpen Day, the Vilans (FE. 110,) they publifh in 
_ Print, that they honour and refpeét, and ule to 
fpeak honourably of them, as their Sweetners and our 
Maurtherers in ordinary. “It fhould have been the 
greatelt Crime to confult with them or the Oue-liers. 
You knowthe Strength and the Spreading of a virulent 
Contagion. It is greatly to be fear’d, that thefe Men 
of no'Honour or Confcience have convey’d the Infe- 
. tion into the greateft Part of your Society. But 
the greateft Remedy could not have fail’d of Succefs, 
propos'd in the Clofe of ‘your College-Proclamation, 
laying before his Majetty and Gouncil, the Dangers 
himfelf and all his Subjeéts are expos’d to, from the 
Corruptions and the Ignorance of the Phyficians. You 
publickly avow, (¢. 95.) thar you had not Skill in 
Difeafes or Mediciries, to fave his Majefties Life. But 
it may be objected, that the Council were prepofleft, 
and-‘under the Circumftances of us inferiour Magi- 
ftrates,; not fenfible of the Cheats and Murthers com- 
‘mitted in their Houfes by the Apothecaries and _ their 
*Phyficians? | tyre — 
~°- But his Majefty would have been inform’d and in- 
‘flam’d by your admirable Iluftration of the Sutlers, 
-debauiching and “deftroying the Officers and Soldiers 
of his Army: that thele Su/rers have by their Intereft 
“prefer’d bis Officers to their Commands, _ that they 
muft connive at, encourage all the, Brandy and. Luxu; 
FY: to rob the Soldiers of their Pay, and deftroy their 
Health and Life, for Fear of lofing ther own Come 
‘taiflions,’ the Sutler$’ could take from them. “The 
‘King would have recollected the Wifdom and Pra- 
Re We as reas RTO "Cae 
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Gtice of Holland, and all the other Governments, whers 
the Number of the Apothecaries is confin’d and flinte 
ed to the juft Proportion of every City, where they 
attend in their Shops, and deliver all the Medicines 
made by themfelves, and often examin’d, at the pub ! 
dick allow’d Rates, and are not fuffer’d to increafe by 
_Prentices ina Company, nor permitted to intrude in- 
to any Family. It is firange, that -the narrow Seas, 
which divide us from the Continent of Europe, and 
fecure us, and give us Leifure and Liberty to quar- 
rel with, and pilfer one another, fhould alter our 
Manners, and deprive us of all the neceflary Precauc 
tions againft the Violences of Difeafes and the Villa- 
nies of the Sharpers, who aggravate the malignant 
‘Difeafes to the moft neceflary Lofs of Life, and make 
all the Diforders dangerous, if the Strength of Nature | 
can be difturb’d and overcome, ‘Their Care of the 
Publick, their impartial, undelay’d Juftice have rais’d 
the Hollanders from the loweft Ebb of Diftrefs to a 
Grandeur, admir’dand envied by all their Neighbours; 
There is no Hiftory of all the former Ages,in which 
the moft vigilant Regard of the Publick Welfare has, 
tn one Century, cultivated that {tupendous Growth of 
Wealth and Power. It is more eafie to equal them 
by imitating their Wifdom, Induftry and Zeal for the 
common Profperity, than reduce them by malignant 
Memorials or the rude Encounters of War. | 

Ifaw the Necefliry demonftrated of reducing the 
Numbers of the Apothecaries, and preventing their 
taking Prentices, ufing only hir’d Servants, and the 
- moft deferving of them being allow’d to {et Up on 
the Death of one cf them, by the Ele@ion and Ap- 
pointment of the Magiftracy. I refoly’d the next — 
Morning to conclude my Letter, and exprefs my 
Acknowledgments for the great Obligations, you have 
Lee | laid » 
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- Jaid on all the Nation, by expofing to us our Fol- 

lies, and the Terrible Difficulties we haye brought 
‘on our (elves, but I fear’d there were three or four 
‘Particulars, which wanted your Affiftance, that I 
might readily convince and convert all my Acquain=: 
tance to the Knowledge of our true Intereft, viz. 
‘How great is the Ignorance of our Modern Phyfici-. 
ans, whether the prefent Practice 1s deprav’d to the: 
laft degree of Empiricifm : what Proportions of the: 
Sick, are deftroy’d by you, Practifing for the Apo- 
thecaries Gain, and with the Remedies, they com-- 
pel you to ufé, which are only to Amufe the Pa-- 
tients and Attendants, but not fo Cure the Dif-- 
eafe. 

But, when I arofe in the Morning, I obferv’d,, 
that I had Collated the Difcourfes of the College: 
and Difpenfary, and had Unhappily neglected’ the: 
Tentamen, which lay on the farther end of my. Ta-- 
ble. ‘This Apology for the Apothecaries is mighti-- 
ly Applauded by the Company, tho” Writ by a Raw: 
Young Fellow in White-Chap sel, Practifing among: 
the Miferable Poor, at the extreme end of the Town,, 
and his other poor Neighbours of Srepny Parifhy, 
‘which fills the Bill of Moétality every Week, with, 
a vatt Number almoft equal, fometimes exceeding? 
the 97 Parifhes within the Walls. I took the Book,, 
and haftily run over the Marks, I had made with: 
my Pencil, at all the admirable Paflages. ‘The Ti 
tle it {elf Promifes, (Propofing to find out the wayss 
to’ prevent the Increase ot the Apothecaries,) that hes 
‘will offer very good and ftrong Reafons, why they; 
‘mutt not be futter’d to increafe, either that theyy 
Opprefs with very dear and bad Medicines, or by? 
their Ignorance Kill the People with them, or onlyy 
Eat up one another, and do the People no harm 
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by their Numbers. But, tho? they are very clofe 
Planted in every Street, they cannot devour their 
own Brethren, but the poor Silly People between 
them will be very ®ften prey'd on for their necefla- 
ry Food and Support. He is therefore moft plain- 
ly of the College Party ; thisis the chief thing you 
aim at, in all your Papers: That the Apothecaries, 
when few at the beginning did not Debauch, and 
Gorrupt, the College Phyfictans, from their Study 
and their Fidelity to the Patient, that now they 
are Prodigioufly Numerous, and taking all of . them 
Apprentices, to enlarge the Increafe, they do Vio- 
late and Deftroy the Study, and the Improvements 
of all the Knowledge of the Profeflion.

‘eft Proof, he cannot Tranfcribe, without the grofs-. 
eft Errors, the Paflages he borrows from a Vul- 
gar Author. Gi Pref. produces not fewer than 30. 
of “his Monftrous Blunders, tho’ the’ Top of - his 
Defign, is to to pretend to great Scholarfhip by 
all that Latin, though nothing to his Purpofe, , 
The Man futely didnot think, when he owns, (K,. 
Preface.) there are more. than a few crowded in among 
the Apothecaries, who are by their Ignorance and Illiterate: 
nels, both a Scandal to the Trade, aud. an Abuse and’ 
Oppreffion to the Publick, (Keo1.) Ie) ts Eoldyy-may I) 
think Imay fay Madnefs, when the People intrufh their 
Lives with almoft any illiterate Perfony who has nothing: 
but the Impudence to pretend. He opens the Caufe of- 
their Ignorance and [lliteratenels. (K..140.) They ave 
only requir d to blunder over a Verfe or two, but however: 
by the Negligence, Ignorance, or Knavery of thofey who 
commonly fuper-intend that Matter, there are frequently: 
fuch admitted as know nothing at alls) All thofe Blocks: 
heads (he fays p. 1 35.) foall be fuppreft, at leaft till 
better qualify dy they may find Employment under the o- 
: thersss 
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thers, at, leaft a good many of thems The fad Profpect 
of being brought into the Service of another Apothe- 

cary, makes him melt into Tears. (p. 117.) By what 

means muft they live 2? Tis certainly a great Unbappi- 
nefs for a Perfon to {pend his Time, Labour, and Money, 
to qualifie himfclf to get a Livelibeod, (by preying on

But cer 
tainly [uch a growing Mifchief, as this is, will fome« 
time be thought worthy the Confideration of thofe, im 
whom alone is lodg’d the Power of redreffing it. (p. 199. 
But who fhall redrefs the Illiteratenefs of the Apo 
thecaries,and the vile Confequences of their Quacking | 
Says he, (p. 77.) an ingenious Lad (like himfelf) who 
bas one quarter of an Hour to himfelf, ( from fcowring: 
‘the Veflels, keeping the Shop, and running on the 
Errands,) fhall by that quarter of an Hour well im« 
ploy'd, find Employment for his Thoughts a whole Days, 
efpecially in fome things. ‘Then we fhall be able Phy~ 
ficians, and fave the Doétors Fees to the Patient, and! 
pay our felves by the Numbers and Prices of our little 
fhamming Dofes, and there will be no occafion for 
the Univerfities, and the College of Phyficians, which 
is the erand Defign of his Undertaking. I hope the: 
Gentlemen of the two famous Univerfities, efpeciallyy 
the Phyfick-Profeffors, have perus'd this extraordinary; 
Project. Iam refolv’dto defire all my Friends to:

Life, fo far advanc’d as his, the Reafons, which madé 
it eafie and Pleafant to him.

and turning to the Phyfician, you my Celfus, you 
muft have no other Name then a Roman Plyficians 
Name. "They had Chairs plac’d for them, I acquain: 
ted them, that I had lain under a mott ‘Dangerous 
Fever in London, had been almoft Killd by the 
Lew'd Modern Praétice, that one of the Difpenfaa 
ry Phyficians had refcu’d me, (Cato interpos’d, my 
Celfus here is one of the New Reformers of the 
Lew’d Modern Praétice) and had fent me all the College 
Difcourfes, which expell the malignant Humours, whick 
have deftroy’d Milions of the People, and brought the 
Profeffion its felf very near its end : that I had briefly. 
Colle@ed the Methods, the Majority of the College 
had Voted to be moft Expedient to be us’d to fave 
their Profeflion, and preferve us, and was fending 
them to my Phycfiian,. intending tomake them Pubs 
lick, contracted into one Veiw, when he had eithet 
approv d or Correéted them. 4 
—\They were extremely importunate to have my 
Colle&tion Read to them. When the Sharping Qualia 
ties of the Apothecaries, the accurs’d Badnefs of theit 
Medicines, the vatt Quantities of thefe we muft get 
down in every Illnefs, and both Supported, and Ens 
courag’d by their Phyficians their Sweeteners, Sia 
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and Eelius trembled as much, as you have feen a 
Patient in the laft Agony, their Knees fmote one 
again{t the another, large drops of Cold Sweat ftood 
6n their Faces. But when the Englif are faid to 
be the Cullies and Boobies, on whomthe Cheat can 
be play’d, by the Apothecaries Myltery, of raifing 
150. or Zool. by the little Shamming Dofes, 
Worth one or a few Pennies a piece: They, as oun 
glowing after the cold Broth, grew fuddenly hor, 
their Colour was fanguine, they rofe in a F ury, drew 
their Swords. What means this Outrage, Caro faid 
tothem, whom do you mean to aflault ? They bee’d 
his Pardon, and’ excus’d themfelves, they prepar’d 
again{ft the Enemy, that fhould next invade the Na= 
tion. Such Follies as thefe will invite an Enemy to 
come and take Poffeilion of the Kingdom. ‘his 
foolith People can never make an y Refiftance, we are 
already conquer’d. But, when I came to that parts 
Where I affert, that the Swpeerners mutt forthwith be 
expell’d the College, and deliver’d into the Hands of 
Juttice, and the Apothecaries muft be kept to their 
Shops, and reduc’t to a competent Number, who can 
prepare the Quantities of all the ufial Remedies, that 
the College had defign’d humbly to addref$ to K. 
William, that he would command them to revive our 
moft excellent Law, which provides for the Safety of 
he Subjects, and the finceré Practice of Phyfick : All 
was calm in a moment, you'might fee in their Eyes 
heir Hope, their Joy of having the moft learned and — 
mnocent, and moft ufeful Profeiion reftored to them. 
vato faid, they would’ ‘debate every 4rticie : if you 
foubt the truth of any part, it fha'l be more fully 
brov'd, if the Remedy is detective, (which Ce//us pro- 
ably will fuggett) we will endeavour to ftrengthen 
t; or fupply another more effectual, I was eee 
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ly pleas'd, that this weighty Affair was to be con- 
fider’'d by my old Friend and your Affociate Celfus. 
I expected that the Youth and Ardour of Scipio and 
Leilus, not allay’d by Experience, would prompt them 
to maintain and palliate the modern Practice. Our 
Caro may be compar’d to the Aged Prinoe, the Grecian 
Commander declar’d with the Aififtance of not ma- 
ny more, would {oon bring to the glorious Period, 
the great Enterprize he was then ingag’d in. He is 
the Copy of the moft fam’d in the Greek and Roman: 
Hiftory, who ftopt the Growth of the fatal Luxuries 
and Villanies, and long prevented the Ruin of the: 
re{pective Countries, He was born to a great Eftate, , 
had been educated in one of our moft famous Schools, , 
then oblig’d to purfue the Study of the beft antient: 
and modern Authors in the Univerfity 8 years, which, , 
as an Antidote, fecurd him from the Follies and Vas: 
‘nities our Youth is expos'd to.He had many Years en. 
_deavour’d to revive the old Engliflo Manners, and the: 
Obfervance of our Laws, had excited the Induftry; 
and Vertues of all about him, and flourifh’t in the: 

When he wanted the Opportunies 
ties of promoting-the publick Welfare, he had the no= 
bleft Diverfion and Releafe in the Accumulation of!

men. He had with great Wifdom obtain’d, that a 
Gentleman of great Worth and Modefty fhould be: 
always with him, whofe Prudence and Care had haps 
pily fav’d him from the violent ‘Torrent of the modifh’ 
Vices : Lelius was ten years older, had had the fame 
Education. They had contracted a Friendfhip, me

blance. But in all the fam’d Examples, we may ob- 
ferve one of the Pair was of the active, more fiery, 
and enterprizing Genius, the other more fedate, and 
temperate,and complying.We all expected when Cato 
would beginand propoie the Subjeét, and order, we 
fhould follow in the Conferefice. When my Cafhier 
came haftily in and gave me in Cyphers, a Memorial 
of my Concerns in Trade, which 1 inftantly read, 
then he told me, that 2 Coaches of my neareft Res 
lations in London were come to pafs fome time with 
me inthe Country. Icannot relate how much I was 
perplex’t: I could not refolve to leavethe Conference 
or neglect my Freinds.

‘Thefe Medicines you, Cato, 
and I pretend to affert the greateft in the Univerfe 
are the Alterative and Reftorative. Bread is ftil’d 
the Life of Mankind, it daily renews us, it becomes 
apart of our felves. But that to preferve us, and 
thefé Medicines to fave us, muft be convey’d grat 
dually into the Blood, remain there in the Propors 
tion of the Mixture ;.they muft become the  ftana 
ding Ingredients of the Crafis, to maintain it, to 
prevent or repel the Affaults and entrance of the 
Enemies, the Difeafes. But our Modern Pretenderg 
know none of them, or only the ill Preparations and 
Confufions of fome of them, theyareIgnorant, what 
are the Ill-apply’d Qualities, which deftroy theis 
Patients ?

Celfiz, You fhall inftantly receive them. ‘They’ 
aré not the Shamming Preparations of Knavifh Pro

are not our Villanous in@ures and Powers, 
made of Gold and Pearls, of a vaft Price, which 
will every one of them infallibly Cure all Difeafes, 
and enfure our Life to the extremeft Old Age. 
‘They are not imported from the Remoteft Parts of 
the -Earth, and Created only, for the Ufe of Kings 
and Nobles, but the greateft part of them are 
Born and grow up with us, and are always ready, 
when the Protection of our Life demands their Ufe.

fore thefe admirable Qualities and Vertues muft natu- 
rally and neceffarily produce in all the Difeafes the 
Changes and Redintegrations of. the Blood and Spi- 


tits. Thefe Difeafes cannot fubfift, when the Blocd 


and Spirits are reftor’d to the natural State. Our 
Food continues them in the con{tant natural Condi- 


tion, the Medicines ‘are our proper Aliment in Sick- 


nefs to reftore them toit.

Waters, or the Goodnefs is evaporated, as in the 
Decoétions of the Plants of the more fubtile and {pi- 
ritous Parts, or many together fpoil one another, as 
in mott of the Apozemes, and Boles, and Powders, the 
Advifer, not the abfurd Medicine muft bear the Re- 
proach of the vile Succefs.

Te was impoffible for that learned Prince, 
and Nobility, and Gentry, \ the magnificent Patrons 
of all the Reftorers of Literature in that Age, te 
imagine, that the Profeflion of Phyfick fhould be caft 
off from our Kings, and Nobiliry, and Gentry, ane 
fore’t to fubmir to the Apothecaries, and the other 
Quacks for Subfiftance from the Scrapsof their Boun: 
ty. The Prefident and Cenfors weré in that Reigr:

fors, the proper Judges, but the Oaths only of ‘the 
Parties are receiv’d in Court, that fince yefterday we 
have raisd the Current Rates, that 8 Boles and 
Draughts worth 2 s. fhall be now allow’d in Court 
_ to be worth 2 Guineas, ; 

Scipio. May we perifh, if we do not come in and 
fecond you for our own Security. But I have heard 
many of your Statutes exclaim’d againft by many of 
ihe Collegiates, as well as tke Out-liers. 

Celfus. They are only the great Precepts of Reli- 
gion, the fupreme Laws of this and all other Na- 
tions : Thou fhalt not fieal : Thou fale not kill, apply’d 
to Health and Life. There are other Dire€tions of 
our Manners and Refpeét to our Fellow-Phyficians.

There is an= 
other, which commands the Society not to confult with

_. vilifies the Collegiates, with defign to deftroy the So. — 


ciety. ‘The Penalties on the Violations of the laft are 


very 
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very fmall, but a late Statute caufesal! the Uproar a- 
mong the Collegiates and Out-liers:; A Bond of ave- 
ry little Penalty is requir'd to oblige the uncontefted 
Payment of the lictle Fine ; they demand the entire 
Liberty of perjuring themfelves, of breaking their 
Univerlity and Collegiate Oaths, and decry the Obli- 
gation as Bonds and Fetters laid on Men ig to 
Learning in a Country, which boafts of its Freedom. 
But our Apoftates have been in the greateft degree 
difturb’d by a Statute, borrow’d by us from the uni- 
verfal Practice of all Ages,and at this time of all parts 
of Europe, becaufe it oftends their Mafters the Apothe- 
caries.

We have had for 
the Eafe and Security of the Gentry, the Prices often 
adjufted by Proclamation of the French and Spanifh 
Wines.

Bottle ? Or. rather when the Stock is laid in the 
Cellar, 50 or 100 times above Price of a Pipe or 
Hogfhead ? Will thefe Gentlemen rejoice, to yeturn 
to our Medicines, when they pay for their Recoveries 
or of their Children or Servants to the Englifh vaft 
Difproportion ? Will the Conceit of the exalted Cheat 
and Impofture of the little fhamming Dofes elevate 
_ their Vertues toa greater Pitch of Efficacies and-Ope- 
rations ? Who dares reply, that the Gentlemen have 
the coftly Remedies of mighty Prices created for them, 
that the meaner People muft not expect to be pres 
ferv’d in Sicknefs, that ’tis their Priviledge and Chae 
racter to be fav’d ; when the Poor muft be content- 
ed to die? I will inform them, and affure you, ‘i

Medicines are of the meanelt 
Value... Nothing can be more true, than the Obfer- 
vation of the great Beneficence: of Nature, (Natura 
nunquam deficit. in neceffariis.) in the Provifion’ it 
makes for. the Support of Life. Does Providence 
make any DiftinGtion between the Noble and Ignoble 
in, its ProduCtions of the Sovereign Vertues.of Plants ?

_ we now begin to reform, to cleanfé our Air, to quell 
the Peftilence, which has diffus’d it {elf into all the 
Parts.: The Law has been amended, and great Ad« 
vancements of Juttice made. We ufually begin the 
Redrefs of the fmaller Grievances, and more eafily to 
be conquer'd. The College of Phyficians claims the 
_ Head and Heart of the Government, before all the 
Courts of 2fminfter-Hall. The Caufes heard in 
~ them are of little Importance compar’d with Health 
_ and Life: Our Pofleifions are ufélels and naufeous on 
the Want of Health, and vanifh away with Lite, 
Skin for Skin, all that a Man has he will give to ré- 
deem it. The firft Queftion at the Levees of Kings, 
demands the Trangiiillity of the Mind, and the Vi- 
gour of the Body, _ preferable to the Crowns they 
wear, or the Triumphs of the moft celebrated Vi- 
_ Gries. The Medium of the Value of ali che Pro- 
perties try’d in our Courts, is beneath the Purchate of 
the Life of the meanett Subject. The Judgment in 
Court is form’d after many and deliberate Hearings of 
the Pleaders. The Caufe will keep cold, and. may 
_ be heard agen from Termto Term. The Phyfician, | 
_ the Judge of Life and Death, has but Moments to ob- 
_ ferve and interpofe his Remedy : Thenatural Motions 
_ in the acute Difeafes, and the Impreffions on them by

no Cafes of that Difheulty, to decide without Error,

was demonftrated to you, receives for his Trouble of 


thefe Divifions, 20, 30, or 40 Guineas in one Di-— 


ftemper, when the Patient is in the Air, or a Doctor 
has the fingle Fee for the Advice of the Method, 
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How ineftimable is the other Advantage, -.that the 
 Houfe will be exquifitely skill’d, (as now in the Spirits 
_ @&§c.) and be able to deteét and prevent the barbarous 
_ Adulterations of our eminent Apothecaries, and fe- 
cure their Life by the Vertues and good Effects of 
the Medicines they take ? Is there not another Ad- 
vantage equal to it, it being impoffible, that the 
Phyfician thall be able ta judge of the Goodnefs of 
the Confeétions, Powders, Tin@tures, &c. unlefshe —. 
 thall often obferve them in the Chamber, before they 
_ ate mixt. ‘The publick Examinations of the Shops can- 
not be frequent, there are fallacies very obvious, 
which no other Method can prevent, the worft fhall 
be Talent, the Shew-Samples fhall be produc’d dnd 
applauded. Befides Ce/fus acquainted you, that we 
may arrive to the greateft Height of Wifdom, a Man 
~ éanhave in this World, by entertaining our Ph¥fician 
by the proportionable Salary, that he will ad¥ife you, 
your Children and Servants, to pregent the Attend. 
ance of a long Diftemper, with+the moft exquilite 
- Care inthe Vilits of the 1, 2, 3, Days, to finith, if » - 
poifible, the Difeafe in the fourth, when in the other 
way, with the Apothecary, it is ufeful to both,to pro- 
- tract it to the fourteenth or the twentieth Day. 
Without the Care of all the Inhabitants of the Houfe, 
he may often want the jult Obfervations of a Cafe 
or two, by which your ewn Life in the Epidemical 
’ Fevers fhall be loft.: You muft then inform the Gen- 
tlemen and Ladies, that this Phyfician will neceflari- 
_ly, mov’d by his own great Intereft, improve them .

- ance. This isa Prefent beyond Diamonds and the

© men, they will rarely err in taking one of the Go- 


vernment’s Phyficians. He may be as great a Scho- 
lar, as Lopez himfelf, but more dilligent, without the 


great Load of Body, and that Heavinefs of Motion, 


as flow as an Elephant. And in all the Difficulties 
and Dangers of ‘their Difeafes, they will have before 
wily determin‘d the Phyfician of great Experience 
and Fame to make the Confultation, But, as the 
Medicines ready for prefent Ufe in the Shops, will af- 
fift in many incidental Diforders, and all the Govern- 
ments in Europe, except England, have not many 
years paft appointed their Phyficians to compofé their 
Difpenfatories, of few the moft choice of the common 
Medicines for thefe only, it is neceflary, the Phyfi- 


cians fhall in Difeafes of greater Difficulty. and Dan- 


ger felect the Qualities and Vertues of his Remedies, 
adjufted to the Symptoms, varying in all the Diffe- 
rences of Conftitutions. The Vomiters, . Purgers, 


Sweaters, Cordials, to force Sleep, to quench Thirft,

inftantly or flowly, the Force it has, and the Spaces

_ when it is vigoroufly ejecting the morbid Humours, 
_ and a thoufand other Cautions of the greateft moment - 


cannot be practis'd, when the Doétor and Apothecary 
pag 2 are. 
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are conftrain’d to act in Confort with Intentions vatt- 
ly different, or moft oppofite to one the other. But 
they willbeg you to improve their Knowledge,when 
you aflert, the greateft Part of the prefent Remedies 
are fcandaloufly ufelefs or injurious, and that the 
greateft and the nobleft are almoft every one not 
known by our eminent Practitioners. I cannot doubt, 
but they will confefs, that not only the Controverfie 
between the Phyficians and the Apothecaries, and- 


their skulking Faétion in the College, but the Health 


and. Life of themfelves, and all the Community are 
at once equally affected. Providence has with infinite 
Wildom prepar'd the Vertues of the large Varieties 
of Simples, which all have different Degrees of Effi- 
cacy and Operation, when they are rationally pre- 
pard and judicioufly apply’d to alter and reftore the 
Blood to its natural State, the Cure of the Difeafes 
mutt neceffarily fucceed. ‘There are Remedies .Auxi- 
diaries to them: Bleeding, to withdraw the fuperfluous 
Quantity of the Blood. Purgers, Vomiters, €c. to 
remove the Rubbifh of the Humours in the Stomach 
and Bowels, befide the other vulgarly known exter- 
nal Evacuationsand Revulfions: and the Cordials to 
fupply the Decays of the natural Heat or Flame of 


the Blood,and the Languifhings of the Spirits.But the — 
various Alterations of the Blood in Difeafes, canonly 


be curd by the Medicines, which can reftore it by 
mixing with it, by being a Part of it, by enabling 
it to conquer, and then expel the vitious Part of the 


Mixture, which is the Difeafe.- In all Fevers, after . 


the Preliminaries and the Care of the Symptoms only, 
which difturb the natural internal Separations, the 


great Remedy muft be hourly taken, which fhall at- - 


temperate and dilute the Blood, cool and reprefs_ its 
Flame, 
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Flame, hold the Union of its Parts more clofely, of 
excite the active Principle to correct and deprefs, 
than feparate the malignant Humours.. The Blood 
aflifted by every one of the frequent Dofes of the ap- 
propriate Alterative, will by its own Powers in the 
~ proper Time, difmifi a Part of the Difeafe by Urine, 
by ‘Tranfpiration, by Sweats, by the Bowels, by E- 
ruptions, by Tumors, with the moft aflur’d Succefi, 
as the Condition of the Humours, and the Conftitu- 
tion of the Patients will vary the Critical Eje@ions. 
This was the Practice of Antiquiry, and follow’d by 
the moft judicious and experienc’t of the Moderns, 
The defign’d Robberies of theSick, and the Ignorance 
"of Phyficians, who have prefcrib’d only by Imitation, 
have fettled the Englifl Manner of treating Fevers, 
not fupported by Reafon, or warranted by Succefs, 
_ but in the fafe incidental or benign Epidemical, when 
Nature is able to purfue its own Methods of Prefer- 
vation, maugre all the rude Interruptions of the Em- 
pitick. The fpecifick Remedies to every Fever are 
not known, but fweating Boles and Draughts and 
Powders, and Diureticks and Blifters, and common 
hot Cordials are every Hour obtruded on the Sick, 
tho’ the Blood is not yet prepar’d to receive the Im= 
preilions of thefe Motions, and there is yet no Hus 
miour collected and ready for thofe Evacuations. Our 
Compofitions are daily fhifted and alter’d, and mag- 
nified by more Ingredients only to amufe and cheat 
the People. But the Qualities and Vertues of one 
Part of ‘the Plants are very powerful and operative, 
_ if they are more weak and remifs in others, they are 
admirably contriv’d, and are moft neceffary in larger 
Quantities, to the Exigence of the Blood, which de- 
_ mands their more temperate and uniting Principles, 
The Bark is a valued Remedy, and wants no Affi- 
a 65; ; R ftant. 
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ftant... You will affert the equal Ufe and Vertue in 
the different Cafes of every other natural Product. 
Can our fraudulent Prefcribers of the needlefs Com- 
pofition pretend to warrant the Mixture not fpoil'd 
by the contra: y Qualities of many of its Parts ? It is 
an admirable Argument they ule, if feveral of them 
are not pertinent to the prefent Purpofe, in the Mul- 
titude there may be Safety, here and therein the Dofe, 
there may be aufeful Remedy. You muft not quote 
the Authorities our Gentlemen do not read. But ree 
fer them to H. and I. or Dr. Oliver, who produces 
many Vouchers of the great Truth, and Dr. Baynard, 
who avows the beft of his Cures have been efiected 
by Simples, and fupports his Judgment by many Te- 
ftimonies from Helmont, the greateft Evidence in this 
Caufe. But in what manner fhall the Blood in Fevers 
receive the Sovereign Vertues of the Plants, which 
fhall preferve Life? ‘There are only two ways of 
preparing the Medicines, as our Foods are prepar'd 
to nourifhus: the Cookery of the Subftance, or the 
Qualities extracted in a Liquor, the Extract is only 
the Evaporation of it to a Confiftence. The Infu- 
fions therefore in the Liquids of the various Strengths 
to draw forth and contain the Vertues, or the Sub- 
ftance of the Medicine turn’d into an Infufion in the — 
Stomach, are preferable before the naufeous and op- 
preflive Conferves and Syrups, which are vehement- 
ly detefted and abhorr’d by the Patients. But our 
Phyficians and Apothecaries muft adhere to them, 
ad? neglect all the terrible Averfions of the Sick, when 
they are ignorant of all the Infufionsand Decoctions, 
except 2’or 4, which are by chance crept into our 
Modes of preferibing. All the Difeafes, and Ages, 
and Conftitutions muft bear them, and efcape under 
them, asthey can. The Confeffion of the College

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‘tind publicls; which laments, that all thefe Enqui- 


ries and Searches after the thoft gratéful and prevalent 
Medicines, have been long fince dif-usd; will fupe 
port you, when you proceed to demonftrate, that 
the felect Plants muft be adapted to the Reeovery of 
all the other Difeafes, and that the modifh Phy fick 
deludes the Patients with the Dofes of the {candalous 
Preparations, while Nature finks for Want of the 
great Remedies, or exerts its own Force and the dif: 
ferent Manners of its own Evacuations. The Difeas 
fes of the Brain and Spirits, the Fypochondriacal and 
Hyfterical are cur’d by the conftant Ute of the Acrid, 
Aromatick, which confirm the Force of the Spirits, 
enrich the Blood tomake the regular Supply, and ins — 
vigorate the Periodical Ferments of both the Sexes, 
from whofe Rage or Feeblenefs all the LunarParoxyfins 
are deriv’d. ‘The Catarrhs demand the Mucilagi- 
nous Balfamick, and incraffating, and the fteady Ufe 
of them, which areadapted to the Acrimony or Thin- 
nefs, or Ropynefs and Vifcoufnels of the Humour. 
In Pleurifies, the’ Expectoration is moderated: or pro- 
moted by the Infufions of the attenuating, inciding 
and deterging, varied with Refpeé to the Pain and 
Violence of the Inflammation. The Carminatives

Nothing’ can confume the Blood — 
and Spirits more than Brandy,’ or the frequent Ufe of 
the other Spirits. It wafts the oily Principle of the 
Blood, but adds nothing to it, it flies away from 
the Mafé, after ithas inflam’d it; not one particle of 
the’ Brandy Spirit is drawn off from ic in’ Diftillation: 
The Juleps of thefe hot Waters were not many Ages 
after the Invention, ‘advis’d, but “in Faintnefles and.

But our En- 
glifo Education and Training of our Phyficians has 
made them not know the Drugs,whether good or vile 
of the kind, whether they require the watery, or 
vinous, or fpirituous Menftruum, whether they-are to 
be infusd cold or with Heat, that whether more gen- 
tle or the ftronger of Decoétion, what Additions may 
be made to give Pleafantnefs and Gratefulnefs to the 
Medicine: whether in many the Extra&t is preferae 
ble to the Tinéture, or in others not to be usd, but 
the Subftance of the Plant. The Gentlemen theres 
fore muft never expeét thefe affur’d Remedies, while

coétions, and Elixirs, and Tin@tures, and never vary

Can the Surgeons arrive © 
to the greateft. PerfeCtion in their Bufinefs under thefe 
Difcouragements? ‘The Families have no Sence of 
the Calamities of the Publick. But the Lo of our 
Sea-men and Soldiers, the Defeéts of our Surgeons at _ 
home mutt be imputed to the Injuftice of the Magi-

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itrate, who fuffers the Apothecary to defert his own 
Station, and break in upon the Right and Property 
of the Art. If therefore our Libertinage and muti- 
nous Contempt of all Order are more oppreflive and 
deftructive to us, than Tyranny, we mutt have Re- 
courle tothe Laws: which equally fecure the Artift 
and the Patient, the Honours and Rewards of the 
one, and the Health and Life of the other. |
